Senior citizens of Lompoc have won 
their battle for first-year funding of a 
com m unity c e n te r from Com m unity 
Development Block G rant money 
The city council last night cam e to an 
agreem ent on how the application for 
$242.000 in CDBG funds for 1976-77 will 
be subm itted It breaks down this way 
Senior Citizens Center. $100.000 
fire 
station rehabilitation. $63.000 reservoir 
p ro ject, $20.000. 
e le c tric substation 
project. $20.000. housing rehabilitation 
loans. $15.000. contingencies. $24.000 
C ith hall council ch am b ers w ere 
crowded, m ostly with senior citizens, 
som e of whom were provided with ban­ 
ners calling for a senior center “ NOW " 
The council decision, announced by 
M ayor Art Scott who said, “ as of now. 
the senior citizens have $200 000 for a 
com m unity cen ter,' was enthusiastical­ 
ly applauded by the crowd 
The $100.000 approved last night is ad­ 
ded to another $100.000 in the bank from 
revenue sharing funds Hope was expres­ 
sed that the total cost of the center might 
be funded entirely from block grant 
m oney, freeing the revenue sharing for 
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other purposes 
The council decision followed lengthy 
discussion of previous input on priorities 
and alternatives 
The input last night 
was led off by Dr 
Barry Coughlin, 
chairm an of the Lompoc Com mission on 
Aging, who said that it is “ an absolute 
necessity’' to establish a single-purpose 
se n io r c itiz e n c e n te r w hich would 
provide an area not only for recreation 
but for social w elfare, nutrition and 
sim ilar activ itie s related to senior 
citizens

Russian detente 


Union asks health 
hazard probe of J-M

Backed with 10 death certificates and 
the findings of a recent survey, the 
Chemical W orkers Union Local 146 is 
calling for an indepth health hazard in- 
cnection of the Johns-M anville plant in 
Lompoc 
The survey, conducted by Local 146 in 
Oct., found that 211 w orkers have been 
exposed on the job to asbestos — a 
m in e ra l th a t can c a u se in c u ra b le 
cancers besides other types of disease. 
Certified by the county clerk-reporter, 
the death certificates are of form er J-M 
w orkers , claim the union, and show 
t h a t s e v e r a l o f th e m d ie d of 
b r o n c h o g e n i c 
c a r m i n o m a 
a n d 
m esotheliom a. 
Both are cancers and both are listed in 
the federal register (Oct. 9,1975) as pos­ 
sible effects of asbestos exposure. 
Local 146 president Tom McCall told 
the Record this week, “ We are not ac­ 
cusing the com pany of anything, but the 


survey and death certificates indicate 
not ail is well as they would have us to 
believe.” 
“ A lso,” he added, “ th e em ployes 
working with asbestos are not happy 
with the safeguards that are being taken 
bv the com pany.” 
Com m enting on the union's inspection 
request, J-M plant m anager C. A. Carlson 
s a id 
y e s te r d a y , 
" W e 
h a v e 
h ad 
governm ental inspections, m ore than 
one. Frankly, I am not sure I understand 
the overall objective of the union. We 
h a v e a lw a y s b e e n p ro u d of o u r 
housekeeping and safety. We have no 
objections to an inspection.'’ 
The survey results and death cer­ 
tificates w ere sent last m onth to the 
director of health and safety a t the In ter­ 
national CWU headquarters in Akron. 
Ohio with a request th at the union help 
“ in getting a Health Hazard Evaluation 
from Cal-OSHA. ” 
“ We are aw are that Cal-OSHA has con­ 
ducted walk-through inspections (at J- 
Dogs have more rights than

Dogs have m ore rights than he does, 
and Eldon E. Neff of 1512 W. Lemon 
doesn’t like it. 
Neff told the city council last night 
that his neighborhood has a t least 20 dogs 
and m any of them bark a t all hours of the 
night. 
“ I have called the police departm ent 
about this several tim es and they have 
always responded quickly and have been 
very courteous,” Neff told the council. 
“ But they tell me that the laws are 
very dim in this are a," he added, referr­ 
ing to th e co n tro l of th e b ark in g 
nuisance. 


“ If I w ent out in the yard and started 
singing at 2 a.m ., the laws wouldn’t be 
very dim ,” Neff said. “ I ’d get a free ride 
downtown.” 


“ Dogs a re allowed rights that I am not 
allowed to have,” he com plained 
His rem arks broke up the m em bers of 
the council and at least one lady in the 
audience who com m ented, “ But Mr. 
Neff, th a t’s what dogs are supposed to do 
- b ark !” 


The council agreed to have the laws in 
this area researched and said they would 
get back to him. 
Other citizen input at last night’s 
m eeting cam e from W alter Harmon who 


felt that the tim ing ot the reading of 
electric m eters at his m obile home park 
resulted in tenants’ having to pay extra 
because of the rate change that went into 
effect recently. 
The city agreed to investigate the m at­ 
ter and report back to him. 
A lberta M organ felt the period during 
which the C hristm as lights are to be il­ 
lum inated this year is excessive and a 
w aste of energy. 
She also objected to the proposed il­ 
lum inated A m erican Flag bicentennial 
project on the sam e grounds 
M ayor Art Scott and various council 
m em bers defended the projects, calling 
the energy use involved m inim al for the 
am ount of good will and good feeling 
generated by the practice.

Higgins said Baker will be assigned to 
the afternoon shift, increasing the m an­ 
power at that tim e to three from the pre­ 
sent two deputies. 
The additional deputy answ ers som e of 
the need expressed through the years for 
m ore m anpow er, particularly to serve 
the M ission H ills and V an d en b erg 
Village areas, Higgins said 
The sub^ 
station w as reduced from a peak force of 
nine to eight as a result of econom ies in 
1974, Higgins said, and restored to nine 
this vear 


M), but no environm ental sam pling has 
been done by Cal-OSHA,” states Local 
146 officials in a cover letter 
Also enclosed with the request is a let­ 
ter from consultant Dr. Sam uel Silipo, a 
Santa B arbara internal m edicine and 
chest disease specialist, based on his in­ 
terview s in the past tw o y ears with 25 J- 
M w orkers, som e of whom had either 
cancer or pneum oconiosis. 
(Pneum oconiosis is an irreversible 
lung disease that occurs from exposure 
to several varieties of industrial m ineral 
dust, including diatom aceous earth — 
which is m ined and processed in Lompoc 
by J-M and asbestos — which is used in 
processing by J-M .) 


In the letter. Dr. Silipo reported that 
some w orkers have com plained to him 
that in the past they w ere not satisfied 
“ w ith 
in fo rm a tio n given to them 
regarding the significance of their an­ 
nual (com pany) chest x-rays. 


The doctor continued th at several in­ 
terview ed m en had not m ore than two or 
three pulm onary function tests “ during 
their several years of em ploym ent' 
while he believes that such tests should 
be conducted at least once a year under 
their working environm ent. 


Dr. Silipo also reported that not all 
w orkers have been “ uniform ly ap­ 
praised” that asbestos was used in the 
plant and that, according to the w orkers, 
not all of them w ere “ uniform ly nor 
co n sisten tly inform ed reg ard in g the 
health hazards of asbestos ’’ 


“ Specifically, several w orkers did not 
know until as late as 1974 or ’75 that 
asbestos acting alone or in synergism 
with cig arette sm oking had been im ­ 
plicated in at least four varieties of lung 
cancer in addition to cancer of the 
larynx, stom ach or bow els,” he states. 


McCall contends he is unsure how un­ 
iform J-M has been in inform ing w orkers 
about the hazards of asbestos 


“ I don’t know if everyone has been in­ 
form ed,” he said 


The survey of Local 146 found further 
that of the 211 w orkers exposed to 
asbestos, 81 have trouble breathing with 
respirators. In other areas, 101 w orkers 
com plained of poor lighting and glare. 72 
w orkers com plained of poor ventila­ 
tion and dust and smoke conditions and 
138 com plained of noise problem s. 


The survey was sent out to 391 w orkers 
and 259 copies w ere returned Twelve 
w orkers reported no asbestos exposure, 
but have trouble b reath in g w ith a 
respirator and four em ployes reported 
working with talc, another potentially 
hazardous m ineral 


“ It should be noted that the num ber of 
m em bers exposed to asbestos w as con­ 
siderably higher than expected 
The 
num ber of m em bers that experienced 
difficulty in breathing with a respirator 
was higher than expected." states the 
cover letter which is signed by McCall, 
Frank G arcia, safety com m ittee chair­ 
m an; and safety com m itteem en Duke 
Woodfin and Frank Watkins. 


According to inform ation received by 
the union from outside J-M . 50 tons of 
asbestos a m onth has been used in 
processing at J-M since the early 1950s

14 hostages 
escape train 
hijackers 


BEILEN, The N etherlands (U PI) - 
Fourteen of a group of about 75 pas­ 
sengers held hostage by gunmen on 
hijacked Dutch train leaped from a 
coach today and escaped across a field 
under cover of early evening darkness 
The escape clim axed a day in which 
the heavily arm ed terro rists — now 
believed to num ber seven-opened fire 
on a m ediator, then freed a captive bear­ 
ing dem ands for food, m edicine and a 
new engineer to replace the one they 
killed T u esd ay sh o rtly a fte r they 
hijacked the train 
The hijackers have already killed two 
of their hostages including the original 
engineer, and a spokesm an for the Dutch 
justice m inistry said a third person may 
have died, but he had no further informa 
tion on the m atter. 
Police said the hostages who escaped 
tonight jum ped from the train 's second 
car and scattered across the fields into 
the chilly darkness 
The gunmen ap­ 
parently w ere with the main group of 
hostages in the first car. police said 
The gunm en did not fire at the es­ 
capees Two m ore hostages in the second 
car did not risk fleeing and chose to stay 
aboard the train, police said

PEKING (U PI) 
President Ford and 
Mao Tse-tung discussed the touchy issue 
of U S -Soviet detente in their long 
private chat. White House officials said 
today, declaring it would be “ a terrible 
m istake” to underestim ate the value of 
F ord’s Peking m ission 
White House P ress Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen also confirm ed there would be no 
c o m m u n iq u e to m a rk 
a n y new 
breakthroughs in U S -Chinese relations 
at the close of Ford s visit, but he in­ 
sisted the mission produced m any “ good 
sig n s” 
th a t should offset skeptical 
questioning of this developm ent 
“ Every public sign has been a good 
sign” Nessen told reporters at the end of 
the third of Ford * four days in Peking 
“ There have been no bad signs 
In response to questions, he confirm ed 
Ford and Mao indeed had discussed 
detente — which China has blasted 
publicly during F o rd ’s stay — and agreed 
with a rep o rter’s suggestion they had 
achieved “ a better understanding" as a 
result of their talk 


Ford and Mao m et Tuesday for one 
hour and 50 m inutes - a rem arkably 
long audience for the ailing 81-year-old 
Chinese C om m unist party chairm an 
Ford today called it “ a significant con 
versation ’’ 


F o rd , beginning to show signs of 
fatigue from his grueling schedule of 
sum m itry and sightseeing, m ade his 
com m ent at the start of another 2 4 
hours of form al talks this morning with 
A cting P re m ie r Teng H siao-pm g in 
F ord’s Peking residence 
N essen took pains to squelch specula­ 
tion F ord's visit m ight be interpreted as 
a failure because of the lack of visible 
progress in im proving U S -Chinese rela­ 
tions 
“ You should not take the absence of a 


com munique as a negative factor,” he 
said 
“ The accom plishm ents and pur­ 
poses of this m eeting have nothing to do 
with a signed docum ent ” 
When a reporter suggested Ford and 
Mao might have had a diplom atic battle 
over the question of U S relations with 
the Soviet Union. Nessen warned 


“ You are making a terrible m istake to 
believe the m eetings are not going well 


Nessen and other U S officials ticked 
off a list of what they considered the 
“ good signs" generated by Ford s visit, 
which 
had indisputably m oved the 
Chinese to display unusual w arm th for 
him and a general desire to keep strong 
ties with W ashington w hatever their dis­ 
agreem ents The exam ples included 


— The fact Mao gave Ford nearly 
twice as much tim e as he spent with 
President Richard M Nixon in 1972 


— The fact Mao invited Ford to bring 
along m ore aides than Nixon was perm it­ 
ted, and that — in spite of his frail health 
he personally escorted Ford to the 
door at visit's end 


The fact the Chinese made sure 
crowds of people lined the streets to see 
F ord’s m otorcades - and vice versa - 
while the streets w ere em pty for Nixon 


And the fact the Chinese turned out 
every m ajor political figure available 
including Mao’s wife and the wife of ail­ 
ing Prem ier Chou En-lai — to greet the 
Fords 


Nessen said he sym pathized with 
reporters frustrated over the scarcity of 
in fo rm a tio n 
a v a ila b le on 
F o rd s 
m eetings with China s leaders But he 
said this suited the pattern of Sino- 
A m erican d ip lo m acy and sig n ified 
nothing sinister 
Legislation to prevent tax

tion necessary to prevent everyone s 
taxes from spurting upw ard in January 
faces two m ajor battles on the House 
floor, with Republicans trying to attach 
a ceiling on federal spending and liberals 
trying to strengthen its tax reform provi­ 
sions 
D ebate was scheduled to begin in the 
House today on the 674-page tax revision 
bill Final votes on am endm ents and the 
bill are expected Thursday or Friday 
Before the debate. Republicans were 
trying to overturn a House Rules Com­ 
m ittee decision that denied them the 
right to offer P resident F ord’s proposed 
$395 billion spending ceiling as an 
am endm ent to the tax bill 
Ford has said he would veto the bill if 


it does not contain the ceiling on fiscal 
1977 spending 
If no bill is passed, 1975 tax cuts will 
expire Dec 
31 and all incom e tax 
withholding rates will rise 
In te rn a l 
R evenue 
C o m m issio n er 
D o n ald A le x a n d e r s a id T u e s d a y 
Congress alreadv has waited so late that 
em ployers will find it im possible to 
calculate the correct withholding rates 
for the first six m onths of the year 
It is a foregone conclusion the Senate 
will split the bill into two parts, sending 
the $15 5 billion tax cut section to Ford 
right away and saving the tax revision- 
reform portion until next year 
The cuts essentially will continue tax 
rates for both individuals and business at 
about their current rate 


Masked robbers hold 20 hostages 
for $2.5 million ransom in bank 


PARIS (U P Ii - Masked robbers took 
up to 20 persons hostage in a bank near 
the Eiffel Tower today and dem anded a 
ransom of nearly $2 5 million for their 
prisoners’ lives 


The gunmen, entrenched in a Credit 
Lyonnais branch bank, gave police until 8 
p m 111 a m PST) to com ply with their 
ultim atum Police said they feared the 
a tta c k e rs m ight s ta rt killing th eir 
hostages if they failed to get the ransom 
in tim e 


Three of the hostages w ere wounded in 
an earlier shootout that pitted the rob­ 
bers against B rinks’ delivery men who 


w alked into the ban k just as the gunmen 
whipped out their pistols to stage the 
holdup 
The gunmen dem anded a ransom of $2 
million 
paid in dollars — and another 
$444 000 to be paid in French franc notes 
Police with high-powered rifles and 
bullet-proof vests, cleared away several 
vehicles from the curb outside the bank, 
apparently at the gangsters’ request 
Police said the gunmen - apparently 
three of them - w anted to have a clear 
vision along the broad Avenue Bosquet, 
off the Eiffel Tower near the Seme river, 
and that they would release in exchange 
the wounded hostages 


City council votes down 
move to school facility 


On a three-to-two vote, the 
Lompoc City Council decided 
last night that it will continue to 
hold its meetings at city hall 
With Mayor Art Scott and 
Councilman E 
C 
Stevens 
favoring a motion to accept an 
offer of the Lompoc Unified 
School District's central ad­ 
ministration facility, the coun 
cil in effect said “ Thanks but no 
thanks'' to the offer 
Council members Elinor 
I.efkowitz. Charlotte Benton 
and Emil Scolan voted against 
the motion, preferring the pre 
sent council chambers, even 


with its drawbacks, to the 
school facility 


Stevens and Scott cited the 
heating and acoustical 
problems of the present 
chambers 


Mrs Lefkowitz felt the school 
facility is too crowded and 
would provide no place for the 
staff to be seated at working 
space Mrs Benton cited the 
fact that the staff frequently is 
called upon to return to city hall 
offices to obtain needed docu­ 
ments. which would not be pos­ 
sible were the meetings held at 


the school facility 
“ I would be ashamed to tell 
anyone that the city council has 
to meet 
in the school 
facilities.*' Scolari said 


Scott responded. “ I have no 
such artificial pride There is a 
need for the people to see and 
hear" 


The council was unanimous in 
the matter of instructing the 
staff to send a letter to school 
district officials for the offer of 
the meeting place and for the 
spirit of cooperation that had 
been shown 
Supervisors lift hiring 
freeze in Probation Dept. 


The Santa Barbara County

County employes may get birthday off 
but it will cost them election day 


“ County employes have too 
many holidays now." grumbled 
Board of Supervisors chairman 
Francis H 
Beattie, as a 
proposal was put before the 
board to give employes their 
birthday off If it comes to pass 
they will be required to work 
henceforth on election days 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost 
proposed the birthday holiday 
as a possible "consolation" 
holiday for anything taken 
away, but didn’t get much sup­ 
port from board colleagues. 
Supervisor Robert E 
Hallman said he was in favor of 
doing away with the election 
day holiday but not in restoring 
it by a birthday day off 
The subject arose when 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd 
C Dodson brought up the ques­ 
tion of legal holidays in 1976 and 
how a conflict between state- 
declared holidays and county- 
declared holidays could result 
in problems for the court 


Judge Dodson told the board 
that county holidays are set for 
Primary Election day next 
June 8 and General Election 
Dav. next Nov. 2 
But, he 


showed, these two dates are no 
longer court holidays, and the 
court will be open on those days 
and all personnel necessary for 
court business will by required 
to work on these dates 
Judge Dodson brought up 
another matter 
He said 
Christmas Day in 1976 falls on 
Dec. 26 a Saturday He said he 
understood that it is county 
policy to give employes the Fri­ 
day off preceding Saturdays 
which are holidays. 


Since there is no provision for 
this concerning state holidays, 
he said, the court will be open 
Friday. Dec 24 of 1976, and it 
will be necessary that court 
related employes work on that 
date 
He said it was likely that it ’ 
was possible that due to the 
nature of matters calendared 
on these days that employes of 
a number of court-related 
county departments would be 
involved in being called to work 
on such county holidays in the 
work of the court 
The knotty problem was 
referred to Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson.

on a reconnaissance mission to 
photograph damage done in 
Tuesday’s heavy raids, the 
sources said 
The aircraft flew over Pales­ 
tinian refugee camps in Naba- 
tiyeh in the south and near 
Tripoli in the north — the 
targets of Israeli bombing raids 
Tuesday. 
In Israel, troops went on alert 
in the north in the face of a 
Palestinian threat to “ seek 
vengeance with all available 
methods” for the air raids that 
killed and wounded more than 
200 persons in Lebanese refugee 
camps 
Palestinian officials in Beirut 
said 59 persons — mostly 
women and children — were 
killed and about 150 wounded in 
bombing and strafing attacks 
Tuesday on the two camps 


Unofficial Lebanese figures 
put the death toll at 76 


Edward Ghorra, Lebanon’s 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions in New York, today 
requested an emergency ses­ 
sion of the Security Council to 
discuss the raids. 
In Cairo, Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi said Egypt is also 
asking for an immediate 
meeting of the Security Coun­ 
cil.

Both the United States and

About 30 persons demonstrat­ 
ed outside the Massachusetts 
General Hospital sperm bank 
Tuesday, calling for male 
supremacy and elimination of 
the depositories. 
“ There are a group of radical 
women who want to control 
everything and elim inate 
men.” said Dick Miano. 40. who 
organized the group. 


“ If they got control of sperm 
banks, they could do both,- he 
said 
“ Hey. don't you support male 
supremacy?" Charlie Perrotta 
yelled at passersby as he 
marched in the cold outside the 
sperm bank. 


“ Yeah. Right on.” called 
a crew of construction workers, 
whistling and clapping “ Those 
broads gotta be put in their 
place ” 
Handing leaflets to auto 
drivers, the demonstrators car­ 
ried signs reading, “ Reunite 
the Family” and “ Be Proud 
You Were Born a Man ” 


“ I don’t want a test tube, I 
want a husband." said Lee An- 
tinarelli, 27. a divorcee handing 
out application blanks which 
urged sympathizers to join the 
group “ A lot of women today 
aren’t willing to take care of 
their men ’’ 
Dr Charles Huggins, head of 
the sperm bank, told the group 
the bank is not commercial and 
is used only by consenting hus­ 
bands and wives 


Miano said he is primarily 
against commercial sperm 
banks He added, if a man is 
sterile, the couple should 
adopt ” 


“ That’s a political no no,” 
Reagan said, adding a candi­ 
date should not comment on his 
choices for the cabinet until 
after he is elected.

only Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger knows the full 
details. 


Adm 
Elmo R. Zumwalt, 
retired, was a witness Tuesday 
in the House Intelligence Com­ 
mittee where he declared 
treaty violations by the Soviets 
had been “ significant" and 


then, under questioning, es­ 
calated the description to 
“ massive.” 
Zumwalt said the Russians 
had interfered with methods of 
detecting violations; exceeded 
size limits on missiles; exceed­ 
ed numerical limits on missile 
silos; upgraded air defenses 
contrary to provisions of an an- 
tibalistic missile provision; and 
deployed mobile interconti­ 
nental ballistic missiles 
“ Only Kissinger knows” the 
full details of violations. Zum- 


walt said 
Zumwalt said Kissinger’s 
negotiating style imperiled the 
American position While Kiss­ 
inger worked with his own ex­ 
perts. the Soviet negotiating 
team included military experts 


Zumwalt said the product of 
the U S-Soviet SALT negotia­ 
tions was “ a secret covenant so 
secretly arrived at that not 
even the secretary of defense 
knew about it. or the Con­ 
gress "

He cited a November parlia­ 
ment resolution calling the PLO 
“ a framework of murderous 
organizations whose goal is to 
destroy Israel ” 


A government source said the 
foreign ministry had not yet 
received the text of Israeli U.N. 
Ambassador Chaim Herzog's 
speech challenging the PLO to 
accept Security Council resolu­ 
tions which recognize Israel’s 
right to exist within secure and 
recognized borders 


“ But I can say this,” he said. 
“ Our position has not 
changed ” 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
nation's 36 Democratic gover­ 
nors have decided against back­ 
ing any of the party’s 10 
presidential candidates at this 
time because it might split the 
party. 
Nine candidates were quizzed 
by 20 members of the Demo­ 
cratic Governors Conference 
Tuesday. The 10th. Gov George 
Wallace, snubbed the public 
session after telling his col­ 
leagues at a private luncheon 
they already knew where he 
stood. 
The conference was conclud­ 
ing today with the governors 
approving a number of resolu­ 
tions, including the economy 
and federal-state relations 


Conference chairman Philip 
Noel of Rhode Island said about 
a dozen of the governors would 
have gone along with endorsing 
a presidential candidate, but 
the majority felt such action 
would 
provoke 
other 
Democrats who felt the gover­ 
nors were trying to dictate a 
candidate 
The governors found general 
agreement among the candi­ 
dates that more jobs would cure 
the recession, help balance the 
federal budget and fight infla­ 
tion 
Gov James Exon of Nebras­ 
ka said the only candidate who 
“ lit a fire” was former Gov 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia, but 
that was because he took a 


stand opposing one of the gover­ 
nors' favorite projects, federal 
revenue sharing 
Carter said local govern­ 
ments, not states, should get 
the federal money

Hard times face Soviet consumers 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Ivan 
Ivanov, the Soviet Union’s 
archetypal consumer, may find 
life a little harder next year. 
Consumer goods may be just 
as scarce as in previous years 
and food may be even harder to 
buy 
The gloomy predictions are 
based on figures for the 1976 
state budget released at Tues­ 
day’s meeting of the Soviet 
Union’s nominal parliament. 


The meeting is expected to 
last several more days. 
Planning chief Nikolai K 
Baibakov said overall industrial 
production will increase by only 
4.3 per cent in 1976, down from 
7.5 per cent this year and one of 
the smallest planned increases 
since World War II 
Baibakov said light industry 
— the consumer supplier — will 
increase output by only 2,7 per 
cent Heavv industry is slated 


for a 4 9 per cent increase 
The figures announced by 
Baibakov at the Supreme Soviet 
session are not cutbacks, but a 
reduction in planning goals for 
the coming year 
To a certain extent, Baibakov 
said, they reflect a government 
desire to change the emphasis 
from quantity output to quality 
output, a move that would be 
applauded by wary Soviet shop­ 
pers 


But the Soviet population is 
always increasing and the 
stores have been traditionally 
short of goods The decision not 
to increase consumer produc­ 
tion markedly probably means 
that consumer goods will re­ 
main in short supply 
Baibakov also told the ses­ 
sion. which still must give its 
rubber stamp approval to the 
budget, that agriculture 
production will be boosted

NEW YORK (UPI)-Sardi s 
restaurant is running out of 
cans. A MacDonald’s night 
manager says his establish­ 
ment may have to rent trucks 
for hauls to New Jersey. The 
man at the Americana Hotel 
says, "We can’t stand it much 
longer.” 
Because of a strike by private 
sanitation workers, garbage 
was accumulating today in New 
York City’s basements and 
alleys at an average of 6,000 
tons a day. If it goes on another 
day. health department 
spokesmen say, the city may 
face a health hazard. 
It was New York’s second 
garbagemen's walkout in six 
months But a spokeswoman for 
the city health department said 
that, unlike a three-day stop­ 
page by city workers in July, 
this time “ the weather is in our 
favor — it’s cold. 
“ You don’t get flies this time 
of year,” she said She added 
that garbage placed in the 
street generally is put in secure 
plastic bags to prevent odors 
from escaping. 
The strike, now in its third 
day, was staged by Teamsters 
Local 813, which has 1.700 
members in the city. Union 
representatives and those of 
450 private carting companies 
were to resume negotiations to­ 
day at the office of state Media­ 
tion Board chairman Vincent 
McDonnell. 
The firms pick up an average 
of 6.000 tons daily, mostly from 
hotels, restaurants, food-proc­ 
essing plants and similar 
businesses 
Some of the victims predicted 
trouble if there is not a settle­ 
ment soon 
Tom Elde. assistant manager 
of the Americana Hotel, said, 
"We have a separate room 
downstairs for garbage and 
waste materials.” But there is 
a space limit, and "we can’t 
stand it much longer.” 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
county law banning nudity on 
public beaches was upheld 
Tuesday in a judgment on a 
civil case complaining about 
arrests for nude sunbathing on 
private beaches. 
Judge Robert Wenke, noting a 
recent appellate court ruling 
upholding a similar city or­ 
dinance, rejected arguments 
that the law discriminates 
against women by not requiring 
men to cover their breasts and 
that the state had preempted 
nudity laws 


Wenke included a statement 
in the written order noting that 
the ordinance does not apply to 
privately-owned beaches. 
A county spokesman, howe­ 
ver. said that while nude sun­ 
bathing is technically legal on 
private beaches, those proper­ 
ties are still regulated by 
trespassing laws. 
He also said any property 
owner who “ customarily in­ 
vites three or more people to 
sunbathe nude on his beach” 
might be required to secure a 
"growth center” license.

A m erica’s local government of­ 
ficials are anxiously waiting to 
see if Congress will renew the 
general revenue sharing act. 
The 1972 law, which expires 
this year, funneled $150 million 
a y e a r fro m th e fe d e ra l 
treasury to the m unicipalities 
to spend as they saw fit with 
few strings attached.

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Nader says 
trying to sink 
nuclear proposal 


SACHAMKNTO (t P I> 
Ralph Nader says the Ford ad­ 
m inistration is trying to 
torpedo the California nuclear 
power plants ballot initiative by 
planning a study "clearly 
stacked” against the proposi­ 
tion 
In testimony to the legisla­ 
ture Tuesday, the consumer ac­ 
tivist said the research study, 
soon to be commissioned by the 
Federal Energy Administra­ 
tion. is part of a "massive and I 
might say phoney public rela­ 
tions campaign by the federal 
government" on behalf of 
nuclear power 
But Wolfgang Rosenberg, a 
spokesman for the FEA. denied 
Nader's assertion and insisted 
the study was not aimed against 
the ballot measure 
In a telephone interview. 
Rosenberg noted the Ford ad­ 
ministration is committed to in­ 
creasing the number of nuclear 
reactors from 55 to 200 by 1985 
but said that policy was 
• completely separable" from 
the FEA s responsibility to 
make unbiased information 
available to the public 
The estimated $250,000 tax­ 
payer-financed study, to be con­ 
ducted by private researchers 
under government contract, is 
designed to evaluate the possi­ 
ble economic, social and en­ 
vironmental consequences if 
voters pass the ballot measure 
June 8 
The federal report is expect­ 
ed to be completed and released 
early next year before start of 
the peak campaign period 
The initiative would require 
the legislature to certify reac­ 
tor safety and methods of dis­ 
posing of radioactive wastes. 
Otherwise new plants would be 
banned and existing ones forced 
to reduce production It also 
would demand an end to the 
federal liability limit of $560 
million for damages in a reac­ 
tor accident 
Testifying at the 12th in a 
series of fact-finding hearings 
by the Assembly Resources. 
Land use and Energy Commit­ 
tee. Nader charged the re­ 
search project represented an 
"attempt to establish a federal 
government position on the in­ 
itiative — and it’s not hard to 
figure out what it will be.” 
He recalled that Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb recently proposed a new 
FEA office "to report to the 
public the case for nuclear 
growth as a vital part of our 
national energy policy.” 
Viewed in that light and the 
government’s long support of 
nuclear power, Nader contend­ 
ed the study "will be clearly 
stacked against the initiative” 
and provide strong ammunition 
for opponents of the proposi­ 
tion 
A veteran foe of nuclear 
power, he told the committee 


that additional atomic reactors 
are unnecessary if the nation 
stops squandering up to half of 
its energy 
To applause from the over­ 
flow audience of 300 supporters. 
Nader warned of "cities being 
taken out" if a reactor should 
run out of control and release 
doses of radioactivity up to 
2,000 times as great as the A- 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
Simple conservation efforts 
could eliminate the need for 
nuclear power. Nader testified, 
while helping to stabilize the 
economy and reduce pollution. 
Nader called the initiative 
"very modest." and added. "If 
I had written it. it would have 
been much tougher " 
It simply says (to the 
nuclear industry ) that if all the 
safety claims you've been mak­ 
ing are true, then let the 
legislature pass on it "

Ex-miler struck it rich 
— but he's short of cash

NEW YORK (U P I) - The old King of the Milers looked 
like a million bucks 
Looks can fool you sometimes though. 
The only reason Glenn Cunningham was in the swank 21 
Club to begin with was because he had been invited to par­ 
ticipate in the unveiling of an art collection depicting some 
of the great moments in United States Olympic history. 
He had been asked to attend along with such other Olympi­ 
ans like Jesse Owens, Bob Mathias, and Wilma Rudolph. 
Standing by himself in the room where the art collection 
was being shown. Glenn Cunningham resembled some suc­ 
cessful business tycoon Most of those entering the room 
readily recognized the fashionably tailored Owens, tho 
husky, outgoing Mathias and the friendly, vivacious 
Rudolph, but nobody recognized the 66-year-old Cun­ 
ningham 
Maybe that was because he didn't look like his old pic­ 
tures He looked even better’ 
There were those sharp blue eyes behind the silver- 
rimmed eve glasses that looked straight at you when he 
talked and there was that sam e fine erect posture he 
developed as a boy after surviving a gasoline explosion 
which left his legs scarred for life and killed his brother. 
Floyd 
Glenn Cunningham helped himself to one of the hors 
d'oeuvres being offered around by the waiters at the 21 Tues­ 
day and when someone spotted him and told him how af­ 
fluent he looked, the old Kansas Flyer smiled. 


The guy who told him how rich and successful he looked 
didn't realize Cunningham was carrying his life savings in 
his pocket—-18 dollars and some small change. Cunningham 


has nothing and is heavily in debt because he and his wife, 
Ruth, have spent all their money caring for more than 9.000 
youngsters from troubled homes the past 28 years. Glenn 
Cunningham, his wife and their own 12 children, still are tak­ 
ing care of these kids on a place they have in Plainview. Ark 
The place is called the Hidden Valley Ranch, and from the 
standpoint of money, hasn’t been doing so well lately. 
“Right now we’re up against it financially, but I think my 
wife and I are the richest people in the world,” said Cun­ 
ningham. the world’s fastest miler in 1938 when he set the 
record at 4 :04.4 on the Dartmouth track in Hanover. N.H. 
“She does all the work and I get the credit,’’ he smiled 
“Once in awhile I do some speaking and that helps us with 
some money to take care of the youngsters. We’ve had kids 
from a year-and-a-half old and some liked the place so much 
they stayed past 21. We don’t put anyone out. We provide 
food, clothing and shelter, and what we try to do is get them 
through high school or get them into a job.’’ 
Children have been sent to the Cunninghams from schools 
churches, civic groups, social workers and juvenile courts 
The Cunninghams’ own investment in term s of dollars has 
been enormous and their outlay in humanitarian term s is in 
calculable. Never once has Glenn Cunningham or his wife 
ever imposed any fee for taking care of a kid 
What worries the Kansasbom ex-miler now is that his 
ranch is in a poor state of repair. He’d like to enlarge it so as 
to be able to accommodate more youngsters 
Glenn Cunningham isn’t going around with his hat in his 
hand. He isn’t asking for any funds or handouts because he’s 
too proud for that. All he asks is if anyone needs a speaker 
for a sports occasion or any other occasion, he wishes to be 
remembered so that any money he earns could be channeled 
back for looking after the youngsters.

Under the agree­ 
ment. if it holds up, the Interior 
Department will be allowed to 
direct development and produc- 


tion from the rich oil reserve 
called "Pet 4 ’ on Alaska’s 
North Slope. Three other 
reserve fields in California and 
Wyoming would be left under 
Navy management. 
The reserves, held in past 
years for military use only, are 
No. 1 at Elk Hills. Calif ; No. 2 
at Buena Vista. Calif.; No. 3at 
Teapot Dome, Wyo., and No. 4 
in Alaska 
Nos. 2 and 3 are minor 
reserves. Elk Hills is estimated 


to have 1 billion barrels of oil 
and "Pet 4” is estimated to 
hold 30 billion. 
President Ford wants produc­ 
tion from the reserves to help 
get America away from de­ 
pendence on foreign energy 
sources. 
Conferees agreed tentatively, 
subject to a final vote on 
precise language, to leave the 
Navy in charge of 1-3 and let the 
Interior Department direct 
plans for the Alaskan oil.

H Street channels 


Located along North H 
Street between Walnut and 
College Avenues are no less 
than two banks, five car lots, 
three real estate firms and a 
large number of eating and 
retail establishments, all of 
which create a goodly amount 
of auto traffic nearly every 
day of the week. 


For a person wishing to visit 
any of those establishments 
and who happens to be driving 
from a direction placing him 
on the opposite side of the 
street from his destination, 
negotiating a turn into the 
business can be a highly ex­ 
asperating if not downright 
dangerous undertaking. And 
that is so because the State 
Division of Highways has not 


painted channel dividers on 
the street, leaving instead the 
unbroken double yellow lines 
now in that area. 
North H Street, probably the 
busiest section of pavement in 
Lompoc, is controlled lock, 
stock and barrel by the State 
of California whose job it is to 
maintain and pave and stripe 
its highways. While the Divi­ 
sion of Highways has channel 
striped West Ocean and parts 
of North H, for some reason 
they have neglected the sec­ 
tion of highway described 
above, leaving the driver in 
the position of stopping his car 
in the fast lane of traffic fac­ 
ing a sometimes unbroken str­ 
ing of oncoming cars, and, 
when he or she thinks the time 
is right, taking a chance and 


dashing for the refuge of a 
beckoning driveway. To say 
the least the situation causes 
some inconvenience and con­ 
cern for safety among drivers 
both behind and approaching 
such a scene.

Nixon tried to get' governors 


WASHINGTON - In the early 1970s. 
district attorneys appointed by President 
Nixon began investigating Democratic 
governors across the country. 


The governors are now convinced that 
Nixon used the federal law enforcement 
machinery to knock the Democrats out 
of power in as many states as possible. 


Suddenly. 
Democratic chief ex­ 
ecutives in several 
states 
found 
themselves under 
searching federal 
scrutiny. Among them 
were Kentucky's 
Wendell 
Ford, 
Louisiana's Edwin 
Edwards, Maryland’s 
M arvin 
M andel, 
Oklahoma’s David 
Hall 
and 
Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
Milton 
Shapp. 


Hall was convicted, although the FBI 
transcripts used in his trial had been 
altered A former Democratic governor. 
Illinois' Otto Kerner, was also convicted 
And only last week, Mandel was in­ 
dicted 


In contrast, only one Republican 
governor. West Virginia’s Arch Moore, 
got into trouble with the Justice Depart­ 
ment. Tax agents had found that, as a 
congressman, he had lived like a 
millionaire during the 1962-67 period He 
bought a home in the fashionable 
Potomac hunt country of Maryland 
where he kept horses and threw lavish 
parties. Yet he reported only $45,000 in 
taxable income during the entire five 
years. 


The Internal Revenue Service recom­ 
mended that Moore be prosecuted for his 
alleged failure to pay $168.000 in taxes. 
But the Justice Department, which was 
so eager to prosecute Democrats, let 
Moore off the hook 


Now Moore is facing new charges of 
accepting illegal campaign contribu­ 
tions. He slipped around to see the 
friendly Republicans at the Justice 
Department last October. Once again, he 
has managed to escape indictment, 
although a Justice Department 
spokesman insists the case against him 
hasn't been closed 


Several Democratic governors got 
together, meanwhile, at their 1973 gover­ 
nors’ conference to discuss the Nixon 
plot against them Shapp complained 
Richard Thomberg, then the U.S. at­ 
torney in Philadelphia, not only had 
started an investigation of him but had 
leaked grand jury findings to 
Republicans in the Pennsylvania 
legislature. 


Thomberg subsequently was appointed 
assistant attorney general in charge of 
the criminal division, with authority 
over all the investigations 


Earlier this month, Mandel fired off a 
confidential, 19-page letter to Thornberg, 
charging that he had been the victim of a 
political witch hunt. 


He charged, for example, that the late 
FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover had delivered 
a file full of reports about his sex life to 
then Atty. Gen John Mitchell 


Mandel also charged that “ in 1970 and 
19711 was the subject of an investigation 
by the intelligence division of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service I am also informed 
that, in order to avoid notifying me of 
this investigation, and to permit it to 
proceed clandestinely, the file was not 


opened in my name, but, instead in the 
former name of my present wife. Jeanne 
Dorsey.” 


Footnote: Thornberg told our as­ 
sociate Jack Cloherty that he had been 
cleared by a Justice Department in­ 
vestigation of leaking grand jury infor­ 
mation against Shapp Thomberg also in­ 
sisted he had received no pressure from 
Washington to start the Shapp investiga­ 
tion.

The last kid 


House grounds have been rigged up with 
elaborate electronic equipment to 
thwart any would-be assassins. Secreted 
in the landscape are pressure sensors, 
sound sensors, infrared cameras and 
other technological marvels, which were 
tested in the Vietnam war zones. Similar 
gadgets have been scattered around the 
grounds of ex-President Richard Nixon’s 
San Clemente, Calif., haven... 


For the average taxpayer, a long­ 
distance call to a friend or relative is an 
occasional luxury. But for members of 
Congress, newly blessed with a pay hike 
and loaded with fringe benefits, long­ 
distance calls are free. Congressional of­ 
fices not only are allotted free calls dur­ 
ing office hours but also get completely 
free, coast-to-coast service after hours. 
It’s supposed to be used strictly for of­ 
ficial business. But our own spot checks 
with trusted sources show that most of 
the after-hour calls are personal... 


We recently reported charges, made 
by an FBI informant named Earl Robert 
Merritt, Jr. that he had committed thefts 
on behalf of the FBI We were unable to 
get a comment from the FBI at the time. 
Now the FBI has responded and we are 
happy to publish it. “ These allegations,’’ 
declares the FBI, “ are fabricated and 
completely false... M erritt was 
specifically advised on several occasions 
that he was not to engage in any illegal 
activities in his efforts to obtain infor­ 
mation 
The FBI categorically denies 
that the activities of the agents in con­ 
tact with Merritt were at any time im­ 
proper“ ... 


Air Force investigators have recom­ 
mended that Sgt. Richard W. Hicks be 
discharged because he is a homosexual. 
His picture, showing him dancing with a 
homosexual, appeared in Newsweek 
magazine 
Thereafter, Hicks was 
questioned, and he admitted being a 
homosexual. The investigators formally 
recommended that he be given an ad­ 
ministrative discharge. He intends to 
fight it. 


In the current issue of Newsweek, 
Miss Meg Greenfield acknowledges that 
the stodgy echelons of the State Depart­ 
ment were biting their nails over Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan’s torrential blast at 
the resolution of the United Nations 
branding Zionism as a “ form of racism ” 
But she goes on to make an interesting 
point, namely that the 
looseness with which 
the word is being used 
nowadays in the 
United States makes it 
harder and harder to 
focus on the dread 
meaning 
that 
historically attaches 
to it. The Kerner Com­ 
mission, for instance, 
spoke 
offhandedly 
about “ white racism” 
in the south, when 
what it meant was 
something qualitatively different, name­ 
ly racial discrimination. 


Racial discrimination, Miss Green­ 
field says, is abhorrent enough, but it 
shouldn’t be deployed to describe the 
identical thing described by the theory 
that there are master races and inferior 
races, a natural consequence of which is 
genocide, or vice-versa. Mr. Moynihan is 
striving to revive the distinction. He 
swims against a strong tide. 


Consider, for example, the writer 
Garry Wills, who has recently de­ 
nounced National Review as “ racist,” 
only this time it’s ‘“ civilized racism’ 
which is of course the very worst kind.” 
It is ironic that Willis himself used to 
write for National Review in measured 
language. His great transformation 
seems to have occurred in Chicago in 
1968, when he saw the Kids flinging their 
poop at the cops. His consciousness 
raised, he wrote a book in homage to his 
young exemplars, meanwhile dismissing 


Richard Nixon as “ the last liberal.” The 
others have mostly grown up now, but 
Garry is still out there, flinging away the 
last Kid. 
He remains, like the General As­ 
sembly, enamored of all those words — 
“ racist,” “ fascist,” “ genocidal” — that 
should have gone with Jerry Rubin, 
wherever he went. The embarrassment 
of his own political conversion, preceded 
as it was by his own philosophical con­ 
servatism, may have given him another 
incentive to excess. It became necessary 
for him to shout down his former self, 
lacking new reasons to supersede the 
old. 
Like a man vowing eternal constancy 
to his fifth wife, he no doubt felt he had to 
affect a special ardor in his utterances, 
to show it was the real thing this time. 
And vileness, in the fever swamps of the 
Left, is the outward and visible sign of 
what is called “ authenticity.” 
For instance: is it safely said about the 
residents of South Boston that they are 
racists? Not if a difference between a 
racist, and a segregationist, is to sur­ 
vive. The reasons behind racial (or 
tribal) segregation need not be antipathy 
to another race, let alone the solemn 
belief in the superiority of one’s own 
race. It can, and usually does, mean 
nothing more than traditional, cultural, 
or ethnic cohesion — see, for instance, 
Portnoy’s Complaint. 
“ Legal evasions, constitutional fan­ 
tasies, the ingenuities of bad conscience 
must not override the deepest instincts 
of self-preservation which, in societies 
as in the individuals who make them up, 
are the foundation for every other good 
thing.” Those are the words of Garry 
Wills, 1964, shortly before the Kids got to 
him and made him sound like one of 
those sneaky bores in the General As­ 
sembly against whom Mr. Moynihan is 
struggling for the sake not only of a freer 
world, but of a functioning language.

Dear Sir, 
There are many important events that 
greatly affect this community, and infor­ 
mation concerning these events ought to 
be brought to the attention of the public. 
I am referring in this instance to the four 
committees set up by the school district 
to study the direction the school must go 
in order to meet the changing needs of 
the community. 
I have recently attended meetings 
designed to determine alternate 
programs to the present school offering.

2. If one alternative is considered, such 
as the Fundamental school, others such 
as open classroom, team teaching and 
year-round school programs must also 
be considered 


3. The proposals brought forth by the 
concerned parents were thoroughly dis­ 
cussed, and the realistic implications of 
these proposals on the school system 
were detailed 
There are a few

builds a path The Yeabut birds were

challenged by the chairman of the com­ 
mittee to bring forth in detail specific 
points of the law which could affect this 
type of program. That was the last I 
heard from them They will probably 
come out of the woodwork later. 


4. One implication that was thoroughly 
aired was the fact this program was dis­ 
criminatory to the poor, lazy, un­ 
motivated student, and that only those 
would be enrolled who wished to have a 
strained brain. It was brought out that 
these students would score higher than 
ordinary students who were not con­ 
cerned with such challenges. I hope this 
is so. I am sure the school football team 
is chosen from those students who are in­ 
terested in physical activity, and are 
more physically fit than ordinary stu­ 
dents. I am also sure their fitness is in­ 
creased because their muscles are 
strained, and their skill is greatly in­ 
creased because of the program they are 
in. 
5. Another problem to be faced by the 
committee is which school will be used 
in the alternative program. There will be 
schools available because some schools 
will be closed because of declining 
enrollment. Any school that is chosen 
may have to have students transported 
to it by bus.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Bella Ab- 
zug, the chunky, cheeky New York con­ 
gresswoman. has asked the House of 
Representatives to authorize $10 million 
so that America’s majority sex may hold 
a National Women’s Conference next 
year The convention is needed, she says, 
“ to recognize the contributions of 
women to the develop­ 
ment of our country," 
and. incidentally, “ to 
establish a committee 
which will provide for 
the convening of a se- 
cond 
National 
Conference in 1985 ” 
Fortunately, loud 
objections 
are 
developing, 
mostly 
concerning the cost of 
the Abzug suggestion 
Noting that one of the 
recognized contribu­ 
tions of women has been their ability to 
make home budgets stretch over the 
widening waste of congressional 
spending, numerous lawmakers consider 
the bill frivolous 
Says one: “ Assuming a convention 
lasts four days, at eight hours a day, 
what Abzug is asking for is about $6,000 a 
minute of taxpayer funds so that a lot of 
women can travel to Miami or 
someplace to complain about economic 
repression." 
Cheers for the objectors, but their 
reasoning may be off target. The cost of 
a women's convention is of secondary 
concern, what matters more is the 
wisdom of a conference. Increasingly 
preoccupied with such formalities, and 
thus increasingly out of touch with the 
everyday American woman, the ladies’ 
movement may be reaching the point 
where it becomes counterproductive. 
Already it is circular, the same old faces 
gathering for the same old tirades. 
One more mass meeting, even at $6,000 
a minute, can not possibly do anything 
for the women who need consideration 
most, women who haven’t the interest or 
ability to attend. 
That women still need consideration is 
unarguable 
Figures compiled by the 
Democratic party indicate that women 
in the labor force continue to earn $3 for 
every $5 earned by men in similar 
capacities. As far as politics go, women 
make up 52 per cent of all voters but only 
about 3 per cent of all elected officers, 
merely two dozen of the 15,000 U.S. 
mayors, as example. 
On the whole, America’s 106 million 
women are less likely to receive higher 
education, more likely to be fired during 
economic adversity. It can’t be gratify­ 
ing to America that while only 1 per cent 
of its engineers are female, 90 per cent of 
its cashiers are. 
Clearly, being a woman continues to be 
difficult, and perhaps still because, as 
novelist Joseph Conrad has suggested, 
their task “ consists principally of deal­ 
ing with men.” Abzug’s male colleagues, 
as example, have come only a short dis­ 
tance in the appreciation of women as 
equals Witness a quote from Rep Tim 
Lee Carter of Kentucky, who recently 
addressed the House thusly about Eve 
after the apple: 
“ Then a longing it seemed to possess 
her. 
For clothing sufficient to dress her, 
And ever since then 
It’s been up to us men 
To pay for her dresses — God bless 
her.” 
Yet granting the need to quiet people 
like Carter, the women’s movement as 
now constituted seems increasingly the 
wrong way to do it. The bluster, the ex­ 
aggerations, the unrepresentative per­ 
sonalities — it has all worn thin. Urban 
radicals have wound up reinforcing 
urban radicals, at the expense of the two 
of three women who George Gallup says 
still cling to family oriented feminism. 
As an Ohio housewife has said it to a poll 
taker: “ These New York cuties should 
not measure everybody’s corn in their 
own half bushels.” 
Not that only radicals have found com­ 
fort in the movement. But what emerges 
from it has seemed consistently to be 
rooted in values beyond moderation. 
Libspeak, for instance At Duke Univer­ 
sity, currently, liberated women are 
rewriting Scriptures to desex God What 
are the bulk of women to think of a move­ 
ment that worries about personhole 
covers0 Not much According to the 
Nebraska housewife: “ When the women 
had the strike recently I worked all day 
as usual. That night, however, I did relax 
with a book about Harry Truperson.” 
The trouble with Abzug’s House bill, 
then, is that it is a perpetuation of a 
wrong course, even if it is the right time. 
Women do not need to convene to know 
they have problems. What they do need 
is the suggestion that their solutions are 
within themselves. If they can’t reaii"? 
this, $10 million more worth of rage ai.d 
rhetoric won’t help

shape Kinks in the trunk- 
like crooked teeth - are 
braced into straightness. 
Uneven developm ent is 
corrected by shearing the 
branches into symmetry. 
It takes from six to 
twelve years of hard work 
to grow a Christmas tree 
Careful and w ell-tim ed 
harvesting is required to 
get the tree to market un­ 
damaged and fresh enough 
to withstand indoor con­ 
ditions. 
To be sure the tree is 
fresh when you buy it, AFI 
su ggests checking for a 
wet, sticky stump bottom 
and net'dles that are not 
brittle and do not readily 
drop off when the trunk is 
rapped on the ground or 
shaken. It will stay fresh 
longer if a slanted slice is 
cut off the bottom , the 
stump end placed in water, 
and the tree located in a 
relatively cool place.

If you want a traditional 
live evergreen tree for 
Christmas but wonder if 
it’s ecologically sound, 
don’t worry. It is. 
The 
American 
Forest 
Institute points out that 
trees are renewable. And, 
since almost all Christmas 
trees 
are 
sp ecifically 
grown for holiday use on 
scien tifically - managed 
“tree farms," their use 
doesn’t deplete the forest. 
The tree farms, in fact, 
offer environmental side- 
benefits. Christmas trees 
flourish on thin soil that is 
generally 
unsuitable 
for 
other "crops” This means 
land that might otherwise 
lie fallow is productively 
used and esthetically im­ 
proved. Foresters say that 
Christmas tree stands also 
help to stabilize the soil 
and provide browse and 
habitat for w ildlife and 
small game. 
The ecological soundness 
of fresh trees for holiday 
use is even more pro­ 
nounced when measured 
against use of artificial 
trees, notes AFI. Fresh 
trees need only solar ener- 


gy to grow But the manu­ 
facture 
of 
plastic 
or 
aluminum trees requires 
sizable amounts of petro­ 
leum and electricity 
energy sources in seriously 
short supply. 
Though we tend to think 
of the Christmas tree as a 
particular 
“typj," 
AFI 
says there are about 40 
varieties of evergreens 
that could qualify for the 
honor Only a half-dozen or 
so 
are 
com m ercially- 
grown, 
however 
Most 
popular are the Balsam 
and Douglas firs, Scotch 
pine, cedar spruce and red 
pine. These species make 
the best Christmas trees 
because they tend to have 
the right esthetic qualities: 
triangular shape, good 
color, thick full - needled 
branches, and a pleasing 
fragrance.
